A Too Sweeping Prediction. 


A western newspaper thinks Ilia I civilian candidates will 


stand a poor show for office in this country for some time after 
the war. 
And if tlie war lasts much longer it believes that sol- 


diers will come to Ihc front as political candidates before it 
ends, as there will be many who have been invalided home, 
and yet who will be able to serve in public office. 
But when 


the war is over and the army gets home there will be, in Ihq 
opinion of this western paper, such an overwhelming demand 
for soldier candidates that many of those who have been 
holding the offices will have to stand aside. 


The paper says: "Generals, colonels, majors and captains 


will be congressmen, governors, and mayors in the near fu- 
ture, while sergeants, corporals and privates will become 
sheriffs, aldermen and members of the Legislatures. This will 
he not only because the soldiers will vote for each olher, but 
because the rest of us will vole for them." 


- 
Without doubt many returned soldiers, particularly officers 


of the higher grades, will be honored with public position on 
their return from the lields where they fought the country's 
battles, as was the case after the close of the Civil War. Thai 
was made General Grant president and placed many other 
veterans in high positions, and it is only natural to expect thai 
there will be many similar instances after the end of the pres- 
ent war. 


And yet it is to be doubled (hat there will be any such gen- 


eral sweep in this direction as is predicted by this western 
newspaper. 
It will be proper lo honor veterans with elections 


to oElice in cases where they are properly qualified, bul it 
would be a mistake to fill important ofllces with men not fitted 
for them merely because they had done well in a different 
form of service. There are olher and better ways of honoring 
men who have served their country on the field of bailie, and 
no true patriot will seek public ofllce on the strength of his 
military record, which alone will be honor enough for the 
great majority of the veterans. 


It is true that the relumed soldiers will have a warm" place 


in the hearts of all the pople, and without doubl many of them 
will l:e placed in positions of public trust, but thai there will 
be any onslaught on the offices by soldier candidates and sol- 
dier voters is harldy to be expected. 
The 
true soldier is 


usually a modest man and also a sensible man, and a sensible 
man is never willing lo risk the honors he has won by risking 
failure in a position for which he is not filled. 
A rush .for 


political ofllce on the parl of war veterans would detract from 
Ihe.honors they will have won on the battle fields of. Europe, 
aiul it is lo he hoped and believed that the country will be 
spared any such unseemly spectacle. There will be honor and 
^lory enough for all, and these should not be lessened in any 
degree by attempts to capitalize lhcin.x
